Everybody in Agawam should visit the 
Bicentennial Arts and Crafts Festival once — 
maybe more — this week-end.

movement proclaiming "alle menschen 
werden bruder". That's the movment you'll 
wait for each time you hear the symphony. 

And so it is with art. It goes far beneath 
the surface. It is deep and rewarding. Our 
enjoyment of it, our creating it; separates us 
. . . yet brings us together. Experiencing this 
separateness and this communion helps us 
to realize that all of us are human ... as 
good and as bad as our artistic creations. 

The Arts and Crafts Festival will include 
water colors by Richard Stevens, the work of 
Fay Wood and Leslie Smith. The festival 
opens Saturday for a two-day run. It will be 
open from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m.

Capt. Charles Leonard 
House Open For Tour 
During Bicentennial 
Arts, Crafts Show 


The Captain Charles 
Leonard House at 663 Main 
Street, Agawam was built in 
1805 by a Captain Leonard, 
who was known as “the 
farmer who went to Har¬ 
vard”. A leading citizen of 
the town and a militiaman, 
he built the large Georgian 
structure for use as an inn. 

The design of the house 
features a beautiful 
Palladian window above the 
front entrance with its wide 
front door, carved dentils 
under the eaves and 
pilasters at all the corners. 
The interior of the house has 
a large central hall w-ith a 
North Parlor and a South 
Parlor; an old kitchen with a 
bake oven and a tap room 
which served the gentry in 
the South Parlor and the 
menials in the old kitchen. 
The house has five 
fireplaces. 

Charles and Mercy 
Leonard had no children and 
the house passed through a 
series of owners. In the early 
1900's it was known as the 
Fowler House. 


In the mid 1930’s the house 
fell into disrepair and it was 
used to house four families. 
In 1939, Mrs. Minerva Davis, 
recognizing the ar¬ 
chitectural beauty of the 
house, purchased it and 
restored it for use as a 
community house for the 
citizens of Agawam. The 
Captain Charles Leonard 
House Corporation was 
formed and oversees the 
management of the house. 

The Leonard House 
recently accepted in the 
National Register of Historic 
Places, has been the home of 
the Agawam Women’s Club 
since 1939 and also serves as 
a meeting place for many 
other civic and social 
organizations in the area. 

The trustees will conduct a 
tour of the Captain Leonard 
House during the Bicen¬ 
tennial Arts & Crafts show 
May 31 and June 1.

John Fitzgerald Kennedy, had he lived, 
would have been 58 years old today, May 29. 


The world was stunned on Friday, 
November 22, when the young president 
was assasinated in Dallas, Texas. 


We remember the mournful beat of 
muffled drums . . . the slow, clip clop of the 
horse caisson moving down Pennsylvania 
Avenue ... the silent staring masses 
shuffling past the flag-draped coffin in the 
great rotunda of the Capitol . . . the riderless 
horse, symbol of the slain warrior, with its 
pair of empty calvary boots reversed in the 
stirrups and a saber in a silver scabbard 
swinging from the saddle.

With a new constitution 
and a number of additional 
facilities the Sacred Heart 
Athletic Association sum¬ 
mer baseball program has 
been in full swing since their 
opening day May 4. 

Sacred Heart, a stronghold 
in Agawam little league 
baseball for years, 
restructured their con¬ 
stitution with the hopes of 
bringing Sacred Heart youth 
baseball back to the 
youngsters who participate 
within the association. 

“What we’ve tried to 
accomplish is give little 
league baseball back to the 
kids,” commented Bob 
DelNero, the boys 12-14 
league commissioner and 
one of the founders of the 
new association format. “We 
want our association to be an 
enjoyable experience for the 
kids with no undue 
pressure,” DelNero said. 

Sacred Heart has three 
boys divisions, 8-10, 10-12, 
and 12-14. There are three 
age brackets for girls soft- 
ball, 7-9, 10-12, and 13-15, 
along with a farm league for 
boys under the age of eight. 

One of the major changes 
in Sacred Heart’s con¬ 
stitution is the draft 
procedure, which is now 
suited to the balancing of all 
teams in each league, every 
year. 


Sacred Heart has file 
cards on each youngster 
available at the draft 
proceedings. Included on the 
file card is the child’s 
baseball ability grade (A-C) 
which is used during the 
draft. 

The individual ability 
grade is based on the 
youngster’s previous ac¬ 
complishments in the Sacred 
Heart Athletic Association. 

For the newcomers to 
Sacred Heart’s baseball 
program a day long rating 
clinic is held to provide these 
children with a chance to 
display their talents in view 
of association officers who 
determine their grades. 

“The reason we repeat the 
draft each year is that we 
don’t want one team to have 
an abundance of talent every 
year. It is impossible to have 
quality baseball without 
balanced teams,” DelNero 
said. 

Besides the draft, other 
revisions in the new con¬ 
stitution are: 

( 1 ) every child plays two 
full innings (boys of the 12-14 
league must play half the 
game.) 

(2) the offensive lineup 
will consist of thee entire 
roster. 

(3) There will be no 
recruiting of players outside 
the draft plan. 

Sacred Heart has a six¬ 
teen-member executive 


board to oversee all 
association activities. The 
Reverend Joseph Flood, 
pastor of the Sacred Heart 
Parish, serves as president 
of the board.. 

The Reverend James Shea 
is spiritual director and Bob 
Bergin is the appointed 
secretary. Earl George 
heads the association’s 
publicity department. 

Sacred Heart has five 
fenced-in playing fields for 
the youngsters. The boys’ 10- 
12 diamond is lighted, and 
plans are being made for 
future lighting of the boys’ 
12-14 facility. 

The large turnouts for the 
games each night at Sacred 
Heart has made it necessary 
for full time operation of two 
concession stands. 

“Its the type of experience 
where the first and foremost 
importance is that the kids 
have a good time. The 
children are being taught 
sportsmanship, baseball and 
are building their self- 
confidence. Its just a happy 
atmosphere,” DelNero said. 

“The purpose of this 
league is to provide an op¬ 
portunity for as many youth 
as possible to learn to play 
ball,”. The Reverend Joseph 
Flood remarked. “Our 
theory is based on a 
recreational league for our 
participating youths rather 
than an adult competitive 
league.”
